In talking with our Treasurer today relative to the packing for shipment to Chicago of the 
souvenir coin, he tells me that we now have orders for about 500,000, which are paid for; that 
these orders are mostly in fifties or multiples of fifty. - It would be very nice if they could be 
packed in fifties or multiples of same; and also that there is great objections to having the coin in 
large numbers run loosely together for weighing or packing, as it will deface them so. I stated, 
acting upon his suggestion, that I would write you making inquiry if it is possible that the coin 
could be packed in paper shells of 25 each and they closely packed in boxes of some kind, and 
these boxes in a wooden box or case for shipments. Will you write me if it is possible to 
accomplish this?

Post-script: 

I learn since dictating the above, from our Treasurer, Mr. Seeberger, that the Merchants 
National Bank of Philadelphia have written suggesting that they be allowed to distribute all coin 
ordered in Philadelphia without charge or expense to us, we arranging so that they may receive 
same direct from the Mint instead of having to be shipped to Chicago and then returned. We 
have 12 different orders for souvenir coin from this Bank, accompanied by the money. The letter 
making this offer, from the Merchants National, has been forwarded to our Mr. Lyman J. Gage 
who is now in the east, and he may try and arrange with the Secretary of the Treasury so this can 
be done, and also if the coin for distribution in New York may be arranged to be forwarded there 
direct form the Mint though some agency and not necessitate shipments to Chicago. 

In relation to my suggestion of packing them in paper shells of 25 each, there may be 
some expense attached account of handling them this way.
